The  Board  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their  5th  Annual  Report 
relating  to  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1943. 

Obituary. 

It  is  with  very  sincere  regret  the  Board  record  the  deaths  of 
Mr.  J.  L.  Firth,  Mr.  F.  C.  Burgess  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Willway. 

John  Lacy  Firth,  M.D.,  Lond.,  F.R.C.S.  Eng.,  was  appointed 
House  Surgeon  to  the  General  Hospital  Branch  in  the  year  1893, 
Honorary  Assistant  Surgeon  in  1896  and  Honorary  Surgeon  in  1902, 
which  office  he  held  until  his  retirement  in  1926  when  he  was  elected 
an  Honorary  Consulting  Surgeon.  During  the  period  he  was  associated 
with  the  Hospital,  he  rendered  invaluable  service. 

Frederick  Charles  Burgess  had  been  a  member  of  the  House  and 
Finance  Committees  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  Branch  since  the  year  1927. 
Although  ill-health  had  prevented  him  from  attending  many  meetings 
during  the  past  few  years,  he  took  a  keen  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
institution  which  interest  he  showed  in  many  ways. 

Francis  Wilfred  Willway,  M.D.,  M.S.,  Lond.,  F.R.C.S.  Eng.,  was 
appointed  Surgical  Registrar  in  July  1936  and  temporary  Honorary 
Assistant  Surgeon  in  1942.  He  possessed  great  organising  abilities  and 
was  made  responsible  for  the  reception  of  air-raid  casualties,  and  for  the 
admission  and  transfer  of  patients  to  E.M.S.  Hospitals  in  this  area.  The 
arrangements  made  by  him  were  carefully  thought  out  and  proved 
highly  satisfactory. 

He  was  Bristol's  first  Neuro  Surgeon  and  a  leading  authority  in  this 
country  on  the  surgical  treatment  of  mental  disease.  This  was  recognised 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  who  appointed  him  Deputy  Regional  Advisor 
on  head  injuries  for  the  South  West  Region,  shortly  after  the  outbreak 
of  war.  The  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  also  recognised  his  abilities  by 
electing  him  Hunterian  Professor  of  Surgery  in  1941.  Mr.  Willway  was 
an  outstanding  personality  who  will  be  much  missed  and  whose  death 
has  caused  a  great  loss  to  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital. 

Patients. 

Although  still  under  the  shadow  of  war  and  the  resultant  extra 
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work  and  anxiety,  the  Hospital’s  work  has  continued.  The  freedom 
from  air  raids  during  the  past  two  years  has  permitted  a  large  amount  of 
the  damage  suffered  in  previous  years  to  be  repaired.  More  wards  have 
become  available  for  patients  and  full  use  has  been  made  of  the  addi¬ 
tional  accommodation. 

The  extra  work  has  been  an  added  strain  on  the  reduced  staff  but 
the  Board  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  difficulties  have  been 
overcome.  Although  the  additional  wards  have  only  been  available  for 
some  six  months,  they  have  made  it  possible  for  many  more  patients  to 
be  admitted. 

The  total  number  of  in-patients  was  13,947  as  compared  with  12,692 
in  the  previous  year.  The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily 
throughout  the  year  was  522 ”7  as  compared  with  464*79  in  the  previous 
year. 

In  addition,  many  hundreds  of  patients  have  been  admitted  to 
E.M.S.  Hospitals  by  arrangements  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  ;  1,399 
were  admitted  to  the  Royal  West  of  England  Sanatorium  E.M.S. 
Hospital — where  they  have  been  under  the  direct  care  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  of  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital.  The  number 
waiting  for  admission  has,  by  this  means,  been  kept  down  to  normal 
proportions. 

In  the  outdoor  departments  there  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  treated.  The  figure  being  77,943  as  compared  with 
74,879  in  the  previous  year. 

Physio-Therapeutic  Department. 

The  number  of  patients  coming  to  this  department  for  treatment  is 
always  very  large  but  during  the  year  under  review  fewer  treatments 
were  given  than  in  the  previous  year — the  figures  being  148,215,  as 
against  155,205,  a  decrease  of  6,990. 

Students  are  trained  in  the  principles  of  rehabilitation  and  facilities 
are  now  available  for  the  treatment  of  patients  by  group  exercises. 

In  the  School  attached  to  the  Physio-Therapeutic  Department,  the 
examination  results  were  as  follows  : — 

16  Candidates  sat  for  the  Conjoint  and  Electro-therapy  examina¬ 
tions  and  10  passed. 

Fracture  and  Orthopaedic  Department. 

This  is  another  Department  where  the  importance  of  the  work  done 
may  not  be  fully  realised.  The  number  of  patients  again  increased, 
being  4,056  as  compared  with  3,617  in  the  previous  year.  The  great 
improvement  in  the  modern  method  of  treating  fractures  will  be  better 
appreciated  when  it  is  realised  that  formerly,  a  person  with  a  fractured 
wrist  or  leg,  could  not  use  the  injured  limb  for  several  weeks,  but  under 
the  modern  method  of  treatment,  can  have  the  use  of  wrist  or  leg  in  a 
very  few  days. 

Radiological  Department. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  total  number  of  therapy  cases  referred  increased  from  1,859 
in  1942  to  2,225  in  1943.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  diagnostic  cases 
referred  is  about  the  same. 

The  work  of  the  therapy  side  was  hampered  by  the  closing  of  the 
beds  at  Kewstoke  E.M.S.  Hospitals  Sub-centre,  Weston-super-Mare 
from  the  beginning  of  May  until  the  middle  of  July  when  arrangements 
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were  made  to  admit  four  cases  per  week.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  full  allocation  of  30  beds  again  became  available.  The  reason  for  the 
closing  of  these  beds  was  the  shortage  of  domestic  staff.  In  view  of  this, 
arrangements  were  made  to  transfer  the  deep  therapy  apparatus 
installed  at  the  Sub-Centre  back  to  Bristol,  and  this  was  effected  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  total  number  of  cases  treated  at  the  Sub-Centre 
during  the  year  was  247.  The  total  number  of  beds  available  for  the 
use  of  the  Department  was  48,  17  male  and  28  female  and  3  private 
wards. 

Two  students  passed  the  final  examination  of  the  Society  of 
Radiographers  and  one  student  passed  Part  I. 

Major  N.  A.  Lawler  is  at  present  serving  with  H.M.  Forces. 

Convalescent  Home  at  Bournemouth. 

As  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Convalescent  Home  has  been  taken 
over  by  the  Government  for  use  as  an  E.M.S.  Hospital  and  as  so  many 
other  Convalescent  Homes  have  been  dealt  with  similarly,  it  has  been 
very  difficult,  and  at  times  impossible,  to  find  suitable  places  to  which 
patients  could  be  sent  for  convalescence.  In  September  last,  the  Board 
were  given  the  opportunity  of  renting  premises  in  Bournemouth  situated 
on  the  cliff  at  the  end  of  Alum  Chine.  Before  the  war  the  premises  were 
used  as  a  private  hotel.  The  position  is  ideal  for  convalescents,  and  the 
Board,  after  an  inspection,  decided  to  rent  the  premises,  including  the 
use  of  furniture,  linen,  etc.,  and  use  them  as  a  Convalescent  Home  to 
accommodate  34  patients. 

The  requisite  staff  was  engaged  and  the  first  patient  was  admitted 
to  Studland  Dene  Convalescent  Home  (as  these  premises  are  known) 
on  September  23rd,  1943. 

Since  then,  more  than  100  patients  have  been  transferred  to  the 
Home  and  all  have  expressed  great  satisfaction  with  the  treatment  and 
benefit  received  there.  With  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  Home,  the 
Committee  of  the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Convalescent  Home  have 
generously  promised  a  grant  of  £2,000  and  have  already  paid  £1,500 
of  this  sum. 

Finance. 

An  examination  of  the  statement  of  Income  and  Expenditure  will 
show  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  both  in  ordinary  Income 
and  Expenditure,  the  income  having  increased  by  £26,320  and  the 
expenditure  by  £17,615.  Expenditure  has  been  heavier  because  more 
wards  have  been  opened  and  salaries  and  wages  have  increased  sub¬ 
stantially.  The  average  annual  cost  per  bed  occupied  was  £265  8s.  and 
the  cost  of  each  out-patient  was  11s.  10‘7d.  as  compared  with  £287  7s. 
and  9s.  7 '2d.  respectively  for  the  previous  year. 

Whilst  it  is  most  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  income  exceeds  the 
expenditure,  it  must  be  remembered  that  much  expenditure  on  main¬ 
tenance  of  buildings  and  equipment,  which  would  normally  have  been 
undertaken,  has  had  to  be  held  up  owing  to  shortage  of  material  and 
personnel. 

As  an  example,  both  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary  Branch  and  the 
General  Hospital  Branch  require  painting  and  redecorating  inside  and 
outside ;  bedding  and  linen,  nurses'  and  domestics'  uniforms,  hardware, 
etc.,  will  have  to  be  renewed.  These  items  will  entail  an  expenditure  of 
some  £7,000. 

In  addition,  the  boilers  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  Branch  require  a 
complete  overhaul  and  certain  parts  renewing  and  this  will  probably 
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cost  £1,500.  Another  large  item  is  also  for  machinery.  There  is  a 
laundry  at  both  the  Royal  Infirmary  Branch  and  General  Hospital 
Branch  and  in  each  of  them,  most  of  the  machinery  requires  renewal. 
This  will  necessitate  an  expenditure  of  a  further  £10,000.  It  is  not 
intended  to  replace  the  machinery  in  each  of  these  laundries,  but  instead 
to  make  one  laundry  serve  both  branches  and  so  save  certain  running 
expenses.  To  meet  these  and  other  items  which  have  had  to  be  postponed, 
a  Reserve  Fund  has  been  opened  and  £10,000  has  been  transferred  to  it. 

Turning  to  Income,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Board  are  able 
to  record  that  the  amount  received  from  Annual  Subscriptions  exceeded 
£27,240  which  is  a  record.  This  has  been  achieved  in  great  measure  by 
very  many  subscribers  having  covenanted  to  continue  their  subscription 
for  seven  years.  This  enables  the  Hospital  to  reclaim  income  tax  at  the 
current  rate  without  any  additional  expense  to  the  Subscriber.  As  a 
result,  the  Hospital  is  gaining  more  than  £2,000  per  annum.  The  Board 
hope  that  those  subscribers  who  have  not  yet  signed  a  Form  of  Covenant 
will  do  so  during  the  year  1944.  It  will  not  cost  the  Subscriber  a  penny, 
but  will  make  his/her  subscription  worth  twice  as  much  to  the  Hospital.

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By  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a  considerable  number 
of  beds  have  to  be  kept  available  for  immediate  occupation.  A  certain 
number  of  them  have  been  occupied  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  these 
beds,  both  occupied  and  unoccupied,  is  met  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
During  the  year,  £43,053  was  received  for  this  purpose. 

Payment  by  and  for  other  patients  amounted  to  £73,154,  which  is  a 
great  improvement  on  previous  years.  This  is  due  to  the  various 
Contributory  Schemes  which  have  obtained  a  higher  rate  of  subscription 
from  their  members  and  thus  are  able  to  pay  more  to  the  hospitals. 
The  Board  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  of  these  schemes  for 
their  valuable  help. 

Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Board  have  had  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the 
members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  in  maintaining 
facilities  for  the  treatment  of  the  patients.  The  Board  desire  to  place 
on  record  their  appreciation  of  these  valuable  services  and  of  the  willing 
help  in  surmounting  the  various  difficulties  which  have  arisen  in  Medical 
Staffing  as  a  result  of  the  war.  At  the  present  time,  nine  members  of 
the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  are  serving  in  one  or  other  of 
the  Services. 

Some  of  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year  are  Tls 
follows  Dr.  R.  C.  Clarke  has  been  released  from  his  military  duties 
and  has  returned  to  his  hospital  duties.  Mr.  C.  A.  Moore  has  transferred 
his  surgical  work  from  the  General  Hospital  Branch  to  the  Royal 
Infirmary  Branch. 

Nursing  Staff. 

There  is  one  Nursing  Staff  for  the  Royal  Hospital,  and  nurses  in 
training  spend  part  of  their  time  at  each  branch.  Reference  has  been 
made  in  this  Report,  under  the  heading  of  Finance,  to  increases  in 
salaries  and  wages. 

Some  portion  of  this  increase  was  for  the  Nursing  Staff. 

The  Government  proposals  introduced  by  Lord  Rushcliffe  relating 
to  the  salaries  paid  to  the  various  members  of  the  Nursing  Profession 
were  adopted  in  their  entirety,  with  date  from  the  1st  April,  by  the 
Board.  Hospitals  cannot  function  without  an  adequate  nursing  staff, 
but  for  some  years  the  number  entering  for  training  has  been  con¬ 
siderably  below  the  requirements  of  the  country.  The  Rushcliffe 
Scheme  has  improved  conditions  and  salaries  of  all  grades  of  the  Nursing 
profession,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  attract  many  more  candidates. 
Approximately  half  of  the  extra  cost  to  the  Hospital  by  the  adoption 
of  the  Rushcliffe  Scheme  will  be  met  by  the  Government. 

During  the  year,  applications  for  training  were  considered  from  324 
candidates  and  of  these  117  were  accepted.  113  trainees  entered  the 
Preliminary  Training  School  during  the  same  period  and  80  Student 
Nurses  passed  the  Final  State  Examination  and  became  State  Registered 
Nurses. 

After  due  consideration  the  Board  decided  to  increase  the  period  of 
the  Nursing  Contract  from  three  to  four  years,  which  is  the  period 
usually  required  in  the  large  training  hospitals. 

All  engagements  and  terminations  of  employment  must  be  reported 
to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service.  The  registration  of 
women  for  National  Service  is  causing  a  temporary  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  candidates  for  training. 
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During  the  year  facilities  have  been  provided  for  post-graduate 
instruction  to  Industrial  Nurses  under  the  scheme  organised  by  the 
Royal  College  of  Nursing  and  a  large  number  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
and  St.  John  Ambulance  organisations  together  with  other  voluntary 
helpers  have  received  instruction  in  the  Wards. 

Members  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  have-been  employed  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  certain  of  them  were  seconded  to  the  Eastville  Municipal 
Institution  to  assist  in  nursing  the  chronic  sick. 

Samaritan  Fund. 

The  understanding  of  the  intimate  connection  between  poverty  and 
illness  renders  the  Samaritan  Fund  an  essential  factor  in  helping  patients 
with  their  various  difficulties.  The  Fund  functions  through  the 
Almoner’s  Department,  independently  yet  in  close  co-operation  with 
outside  agencies,  both  State  and  Voluntary  and  the  Board  are  most 
grateful  to  the  Committee  for  their  valuable  help  to  the  patients. 

The  work  which  is  now  done  by  Statutory  Authorities  has  not 
lessened  the  value  of  private  effort,  and  the  Fund  is  used  increasingly  as 
a  complement  to  medical  treatment  ;  to  provide  for  instance,  an  expen¬ 
sive  but  necessary  diet  ;  to  pay  fares  for  attendance  at  hospital  ;  or  to 
pay  for  some  special  convalescence.  The  existence  of  such  a  fund  has 
meant  the  removal  of  obstacles  which  would  have  prevented  complete 
recovery.  It  has  meant  too,  the  removal  of  anxiety  and  brought  peace 
of  mind  to  many  a  patient. 

Linen  Guilds. 

The  Board  again  desires  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Honorary  Officers  and  members  of  the  Linen  Guilds  for  their  valuable 
help.  As  in  previous  years,  the  Guilds  have  supplied  a  great  quantity 
of  linen  and  bedding.  In  addition,  the  Guilds  have  collected  very 
considerable  sums  of  money  for  purchasing  linen  and  bedding.  The 
very  practical  help  of  the  Guilds  has  thus  been  of  material  help  to  the 
Hospital  especially  in  view  of  existing  conditions. 

Sewing  Parties. 

The  Board  also  extend  their  warmest  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  various  Sewing  Parties  for  their  help  in  making  and  repairing  some 
hundreds  of  articles.  Their  help  has  been  of  great  value  during  a  year 
when  materials  are  difficult  to  obtain  and  when  labour  is  also  scarce. 

Bundles  for  Britain,  Inc. 

Once  again,  the  Board  have  the  pleasant  duty  of  having  to  thank 
Bundles  for  Britain,  Inc.”  and  the  British  War  Relief  Society,  Inc.,  for 
many  valuable  gifts  which  have  ranged  from  Linen  Goods  to  Soap  and 
from  Surgical  Instruments  to  Toys.  These  American  friends  have 
helped  a  great  number  of  British  Hospitals  in  a  similar  manner  and  well 
deserve  the  thanks  of  everyone  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  hospitals. 

Gifts. 

Many  gifts  of  all  descriptions  have  been  received  from  other  friends 
of  the  Hospital  but  the  need  to  conserve  paper  pi  events  a  detailed  list 
being  published.  The  Board  are  most  grateful  to  all  who  have  helped 
in  this  way,  especially  as  gifts  in  kind  save  the  Hospital  considerable 
exp  ense. 
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Conclusion  and  Thanks. 

The  Board  desire  to  express  their  most  cordial  thanks  to  all  who 
have  helped,  either  by  personal  service  or  by  their  financial  support,  to 
further  the  good  work  of  the  Royal  Hospital  throughout  the  year.  They 
wish  also  to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  diligent 
service  rendered  by  all  their  officials  and  staffs. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  presenting  many  problems  and  diffi¬ 
culties,  and  at  the  same  time,  one  of  considerable  achievement,  as  the 
statistics  and  other  information  published  in  this  Report  serve  to 
indicate. 

In  these  days  of  national  stress  the  activities  and  responsibilities 
of  the  Royal  Hospital  are  greater  than  ever,  but  it  continues  to  fulfil 
its  function  with  the  same  zeal  and  efficiency,  and  in  the  same  spirit 
of  voluntary  service  upon  which  its  great  reputation  and  traditions 
have  been  built. 

Whatever  the  future  may  hold  for  the  voluntary  hospitals,  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  changes  may  be  expected  after  peace  has  been  restored, 
the  Board  are  confident  that  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital  will  continue  to 
occupy  a  foremost  place  among  the  hospitals  of  the  country  and  will  not 
fail  to  maintain  the  traditions  of  the  past.
